The meeting of the board of mayor 


and aldermen on Thursday evening was 
an unusual one. Into an hour was 
crowded a record-breaking conglomer- 
ation of recriminations, ^accusations and 
insinuations which will go down in 
local history as about the greatest jum- 
ble of ridiculous proceedings ever wit- 
nessed in the aldermanic chamber. The 
major part of the session was really a 
fight between Aid. Phinney and prac- 
tically all the rest of the board. Aid. 
Phiuney didn't like the way the board 
disposed of a petition from the tele- 
phone company, and so he gave his 
associates all the bother he could. 
They came back at him sharply, and it 
was slam bang on both sides. Among 
the spectators were a number of High 
school boys, interested in possible de- 
velopments in the question of a new 
school building. They were apparent- 
ly much edified at the actions of the 
city fathers. Mos of them appeared 
confused as to what it all meant. The 
reporters who had to keep track of the 
incessant repartee were about as badly 
off themselves. Mayor Mclntire, under 
cbe circumstances, maintained an ad 
mirable demeanor and commendable 
control of the situation. There were 
times, however, when the 
situation 


broke away from all hitch ropes 
Real 


ly not much important business was 
accomplished. The report of the joint 
committee on a new High school build- 
* 


ing was tabled; a resolution aimed at 
itinerant hawkers was passed; and sev- 
eral petitions were coas'dered, 
After 


all was said and done, however, it be- 
came clear that it had been little more 
than a show carried out on tha lines of 
Haverley's Mastodon minstrels in their 
palmy days. Here is the programme 
from the time the curtain went up: 


The full aldermanic board was pres- 


ent, with Mayor Mclntire in the chair. 
As usual, the records of the previous 
meeting were read and approved, 


A petition for the extension of the 


sewer in Maplewood avenue, from a 
point about opposite 
the Franklin 


school to the top of the hill opposite 
the residence of 8. B. Davis and L. W. 
Davis, signed by Frank J. Philbrlck 
and others, was referred to the commit- 
tee on sewers, to report. 


Broad street property owners peti- 


tioned for the construction of a newer 
m New Broad street; referred to the 
committee on sewers, to report. 


To the committee on streets, to re- 


port, tfent a petition for an asphalt 
sidewalk en Hanover street. 


Then came the item which raised a 


tempest in the nldermanic chamber 
which threatened at several stages to 
"•lise the roof from the city building. 
It wan au innocent appearing petition 
from the New England Telephone and 
Telegraph company, waking a location 
for poleB find wires on Rar'loH street-, 
from Islington to Pine streets. 
The 


company agreed to reserve room at the 
top of the poles for the telephone, fire* 
alarm and other wires used for munici 
pal purposes. 


Aid Adumc moved tint tlir- petition 


lio#r,«ufrd. 
TliiH brought 
Md. Phin- 


nny into the arena, with the query, 
"Why 
hasn't the telephone company 


removed that pole in front of Hoxt 
office ou 8*ato Btrcet, in compliant 
with tho order* of tho board ixt o provi- 
onn meeting? I movu as an Amendment 
to that motion that, iho petition lie on 
the t«h)e until th<-> city dark has oncer 
Uined the company'* reasons for ignor- 
ing the instructions of this board." 


Then •ipaed a grand fight over the 


amendment. Aid. Garrett -lid not con- 
sider that st was properly an amend- 
ment. He, wanted Aid. Adams' motion 
to have right of way.

The chair ruled that it was an amend- 


ment; and Aid. Phinney had scored 
once. 


Said Aid. Garrett: "The idea of Aid. 


?hinney is a good one, bat I don't like 
his way of putting it. I believe that 
when any alderman makes a motion 
lere, it ought to be duly considered. 
Tor this reason, I objected to the 
amendment." 


Aid. Blaisdell called for the yeas and 


nays. They were taken, with the fol 
owing result:

Vaughan and Phinney; nays, Aid. 
Blaisdell, Garrett, Pray, C. F. Wells, 
Whitehouse, Adams and A. N, Wells. 
And the amendment was 
defeated. 


First setback for Aid. Phinney, 


The original motion of Aid. Adams 


now came up for notice again. Aid. 
Phinney said: "By passing this mo- 
ion, the board will give the telephone 
company a right to put up poles any- 
where on Bartlett street, with no re- 
strictions. It ought not to be done, 
until the company has paid .some atten 
tion to the order to remove taat pole on 
State street." 


Aid. O. F. Wells said: "I have seen 


Manager Drew of the company and he 
;alks fairly enough. He sajs that the 
company wants to get its wires into the 
engine house on Bartlett street. 
I 


thick be would be willing to have the 
poles set up under the supervision of 
:be committee on streets, although he 
dida'c say so to me." 


Aid. Phincoy returned to the attack. 
This company," he said, "has been 


going around the city hacking off the 
itnbs of our shade trees, and often cut- 
ting down the trees themselves, with 
no hindrance. It is time to call a halt. 
Our shade trees are going too fast. The 
telephone company has been given too 
'ree a hand, altogether." 


Aid. Bind said that he thought there 


ought to be some restrictions. 


The yeas and nays on Aid. Adams' 


motion prevailed by the .following vote: 
Yeas, Aid Blaisdell, Pray, C. F. Wells, 
Whiteho'jsp, Adams and A. N. Wells; 
lays, Aid. Garrett, Band, Phiaaey and 
Vaughan. 


Mayor Mclatire made tbo following 


statement to the board: "The city has 
granted the telephone company all the 
privileges, I think, that it ought to. 
No member of this board, I am sure, 
objects to the company putting its 
wires into the Sagamore engine house; 


.t no attention has been paid to the 


direction of the board that the company 
should remove the pole on State street, 
and for this reason I am sorry that Aid. 
Adams' motion prevailed." 


Aid. Garretfc presented the following 


resolution, which was passed unani- 
mously: 


Resoved, That whereae, our citj is at 


the present time over-run by peddlers, 
hucksters, agents for all kinds of mer 
cantite purposes, who go from house to 
house, disposing of their goods, wares, 
and merchandise, also taking orders by 
samples. 
And whereas, some of the 


public buildings of the city are usad by 
some of the above in the displaying of 
such, when taking orders. Aud such 
parties pay nothing into the public 
treasury either by tax or license, and 
that the above is against the beet in 
terests of the city, by reason of the sale 
of Huoh articles by people who are resi- 
dents of other states, cities and towns. 
And whereas, the real estate and mer- 
cantile interest of oar city is seriously 
threatened by the inroads as aforesaid, 
dpi if contiuues must as it h.ts already 
accomplished, causa the retiring from 
business of merchants, the discharge of 
clerks, the making vacant of stores and 
the final demoralization of business of 
all kinds. 
Therefore, 


Be it resolved, TLat the City Solici 


tor be, directed to draft an ordinance, 
which shall c«u?e all tmeh persons to pay 
a license, and niako such oth^r instruc- 
tions as may prevent such unfair com 
petition with our mcrchan'.. and rcsi 
dents, and ako prevent onr streets and 
public pi HOPS from being usfd by non 
residents, for ony purposes destructive 
to the best interests ot the city.

CLIMATE AND CROP SERVICE 


Weekly Crop BufUtin > from TJ. B. 


Board of Agriculture. 


Following M a fttttoraent of the crop 


and WMUh*r fonditiond of New Enp- 


il, compiled from tV.o report H of eor- 


rttpoDcUuU tbroof hoot the Motion: 


The rainfall of the week was confined 


to the latter portion, and was generally 
in copious amounts and evenly distri- 
buted over the district. The average 
for the week waa 1.02 inches, which 
was nearly one-half inch greater than 
that of the preceding week. Tbe weekly 
amounts at weather bureau -eectionf 
ranged from .40 of an inch at North field, 
Vt., to 2.10 inches at Portland, Me. 
No portion of the district is now in 
need of rain, and in many places ground 
continues too wet to be worked. 


The warm and pleasant weather has 


caused great improvement in all crops, 
and rapid growth of grass and foliage. 
Mnch plowing has been done, and in 
the southern portion of the district it is 
nearly completed, but there is general 
complaint that the ground remains too 
cold and wet for the planting of staple 
crops. 
The advancement of the season 


varies greatly, some correspondents re- 
porting it late, and others 10 days ahead 
of the average, but over the greater pir- 
tJon of the section it seems to be con- 
sidered somewbat late, and that warm, 
drying weather is needed. 


Nearly all grain has been sown. Early 


sown oats are up and looking well. 
Winter grain is very promising, and rye 
is in good condition. 
Little corn has 


been planted, but in parts of Maine and 
Vermont more will be planted than last 
year. 


Grass continues to be in the finest 


condition in all parts of the district. 
It is growing rapidly and promises a 
large crop. Pasturage is excellent, and 
much stock has been 
turned out. 


Many correspondents report that grass 
never looked better. 


Peaches, plums, cherries and currents 


are reported to be generally ia bloom. 
With few exceptions, the bloom is 
heavy and the prospects are good for an 
ubundaut crop of these fruits. 
Apple 


huds are just beginning to open. Cat- 
erpillars have appeared in patta of Mas- 
sicbusetta. In some sections strawber- 
ries, blackberries and raspberries have 
been partially winter killed. In Mass* 
chusevts and Connecticut, strawberries 
are beginning to blossom, and in the 
latter state promise a fair crop. 


Potatoes are beginning to be planted 


in the three northern states, while in 
tho southern portion of the section the 
planting of this vegetable ia nearly 
istimpleted 
Peas are generally up and 


looking well. 
Asparagus cutting ha* 


commenced 
in central and southern 


p*rta of the section; cabbage, lettuce. 
and celery^ plants aro also being not.

A few years ago I was stationed at 


Fort Mcttde. In South Dakota. One ex- 
ceedingly cold day I had occasion to go 
to the neighboring town, and, as it was 
so unusually cold. I concluded I would 
walk, for the distance was but a few 
miles, and I thought I would be more 
comfortable in, going that way than by 
either riding or driving. I was warmly 
dressed and wore German socks and 
enormous arctics upon my feet.

street, leading to the railroad station. 
The drivers here dropped their reins 
and deserted their teams.

Then the 70 men were led to the 


waiting wagons and piled In indiscrim- 
inately. Captain Wlieeler led off his 
command at a brisk trot. As the wag- 
ons became visible to the crowd from 
all sides came yells of derision and 
cries of "Scab!" As the cavalcade turn- 
ed up State street a hail of broken 
bricks and stones, torn from the newly 
repaired pavement, fell upon the men 
huddled in the wagons. Realizing their 
danger, four of the men jumped from 
the wagons and were soon lost in tlie 
mob. 


The shower of missiles seemed to in- 


crease. In front of the Hotel Ten Eyck 
a brick struck one of the men in the 
wagon full in tbe face, and in an in- 
stant he was covered with blood. Com- 
pany A 'of tbe Tenth battalion had 
been drawn up on the lodge side of the 
Ten Eyck. and as the wagons and sig- 
nal corps men passed the Infantrymen 
dashed across the street at 
double 


quick to head off the crowd, but in 
vain. 


Then came a charge at a gallop up to- 


ward Capitol hill, where the procession 
turned into Washington avenue. The 
jeers and cries of the thousands could 
be heard for blocks, and the air was 
filled with missiles. Captain Wheeler 
led Ills men up Washington avenue. 
Pour more men in the wagons were 
struck, receiving bad scalp wounds 
from which the blood flowed down 
their faces. 
Several members of the 


signal corps also were struck, but not 
seriously hurt. 


When the cavalcade reached the car 


barns, the men were hurriedly unload- 
ed from the wagons and taken to the 
second floor, where 100 cots had been 
provided. Dr. Edward G. Cox, a police 
surgeon, who is also medical attendant 
for the street railway company, was 
hastily sent for to care for the wound- 
ed. 


Several of the men thought they had 


not had a sufficient guard to protect 
them on the way from the station and 
further said it would be impossible for 
them to take places on cars and run 
them unless they were given permis- 
sion to carry revolvers. 


During the day several of the men 


who had been brought from other 
points to take the places of thu strikers 
and had been quartered in the Quail 
street barns deserted, believing that 
they would fure ill at tho hands of the 
strikers.

Sherman sti-eet to the right and left, 
drove the crowds in front of them, 
prodding with their bayonets those 
who did not move fast enough. Driven 
into corners, many of the men turned 
and began an almost hand to hand 
fight with their pursuers, who touched 
them with their bayonets and when 
that was not effective used the butts 
of their guns. 


One mau in his flight turned abruptly 


on Major Case and refused to be driven 
any farther. The major with a blow 
from the broadside of Liis sword felled 
the man to tlie street. 


An alarm of fire was sounded from 


the corner of Quail street and Wash- 
ington avenue at half past 8 o'clock' 
lust evening, and immediately the ru- 
mor spread that the barns of the trac- 
tion company had been set on five. It 
turned out that some one had started 
a fire under the cars near Madison ave- 
nue on Quail street by setting aflame 
the bags of shavings nsed by the strik- 
ers to stop the progress cf cars on 
Wednesday. 
It took but si few mo- 


ments for tlie fii'e department to ex- 
tinguish the flames and save the cars.

It is stated that a persistent 
attack of dysentery, which developed 
in three days, has reduced her to a 
shadow of her former self. The felon 
•which developed on her hand about the 
same time the dysentery started caus- 
ed her to have high fever, -which weak- 
ened her greatly. 


She suffered intense pain, which in- 


creased her nervousness and natural- 
ly aggravated her condition. The com- 
bination of these two causes has de- 
pressed her spirits and is responsible 
for her preseut-serious condition. A 
person, not a member of the official 
party, snid: 


'•Mrs. McKinley is as sick as any 


Avoniau I ever saw." 


At 10 o'clock last night the members 


of the cabinet were very apprehensive 
that Mrs. McKinley would not rally. 
Her physicians have not yet been able 
to check the intestinal trouble, and her 
enfeebled condition militates against 
her. 
At the Scott residence at that 


hour it was stated that a change for 
the worse would not he unexpected. 


After the consultation last night Dr. 


Rixey and Dr. Hirschfelder remained 
iu attendance. 
Secretary and Mrs. 


Hay joined the president 
at 9:30 


o'clock. 


At 11 p. m. Dr. Hirschfelder left the 


Scott residence. At that time Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley was reported to be slightly bet- 
ter. A few moments later Dr. Rixey 
who had been in constant attendance 
for over 24 hours, retired to get a little 
rest. 
Tine Trip Abandoned. 


Owing to the very serious character 


of Mrs. McKinley's illness the presi- 
dent has definitely deckled to abandon 
his contemplated northwestern tout 
and to return to Washington direct so 
Soon as Mrs. McKinley shall be ablii to 
stand the journey. 


The gravity of Mrs. McKinley's con- 


dition lias been known'to the members 
of the president's immediate party for 
several days, but had been concealed 
in the belief that she would rally, as 
she had so frequently done in the past 
when suffering from one of her periods 
of depression, and with a few days of 
absolute rest be restored to normal 
condition. But her present illness has 
been attended with entirely new com- 
plications which have not yielded to 
treatment, and tho president conclud- 
ed yesterday morning thnt It was time 
tho public should be apprised of the 
true situation. 


He is also anxious that the residents 


of the cities and towns along the 
planned route of his return trip who 
have made such extensive preparations 
for his visit should receive prompt no- 
tification of the circumstances which 
compel his decision.
